Chain-3 at beginning of row 
or round counts as first double 
crochet unless otherwise stated. 

SPECIAL STITCH 

Slip ring: Make large Ip by 
drawing yarn tail behind the 
working yarn, leaving a few 
inches, insert hook in ring, draw 


through Ip of yarn, work the 
required sts. At the end, gently 
pull yarn tail to close ring. 




HAT 

Rnd 1: With size K hook, make 
slip ring (see Special Stitch), 
ch 3 (see Pattern Notes), 11 dc in 
ring, join (see Pattern Notes) in 
beg ch-3. (12 dc) 

Rnd 2: Ch 3, dc in same st as 
beg ch-3, 2 dc in each st around, 
join in beg ch-3. (24 dc) 

Rnd 3: Ch 3, 2 dc in next st,

Rnd 1: With size J hook, join 
yarn with si st at back of Hat, 
ch 1, sc evenly sp across back of 
Hat, around outer edge of First 
Earflap, across front of Hat, 2nd 
Earflap and across rem of back, 
join in beg sc.

Row 1: With size J hook, make 
adjustable ring, ch 3, 9 dc in 
ring, turn.

Row 2: Ch 1, sc in each of next 
3 sts, hdc in each of next 2 sts, 

(2 dc, 1 tr, 2 dc) in next st, hdc in 


each of next 2 sts, sc in each of 
next 2 sts, turn. (14 sts) 

Rnd 3: SI st in each of next 6 
sts, (2 sc, ch 1, sc) in next tr, si st 
in each of next 7 sts. Fasten off 

Sew Ears to each side of Hat 
between rnds 3 and 4. 

EYE 

Make 2. 

For Eye, cut 2 pieces of 
yellow felt each in cat’s eye 
shape 2% inches long x VA 
inches wide. For pupil, cut 
2 pieces black felt each 
1% inches long x inch wide. 

Position Eyes between rnds 
5 and 6 with Vs-inch sp 
between Eyes at bottom of 
Eyes and Pupils on top of 
Eyes. Place felting mat in¬ 
side Hat, hold the felt pieces 
lightly with Angers and 
punch straight down with 



needle, felting until Eye and 
pupils are attached. 

If not familiar with felting tech¬ 
nique, use sewing needle and 
matching thread to sew Eyes 
and pupils to Hat.
